The entire list has been certified to 


the District Board^and is liable with 
the exception that those listed under 
the .heading "Claims Filed" have ap- 
penled 'from the finding of the local 
board and in some extreme cases the 
local board may be reversed and ex- 
emption allowed. 


It is expected that the 
District 


Board will pass upon all these appeal- 
ed claims before Oct. 8, so it is safe 
to say that the twenty per cent will 
be .selected from the names listed un- 
der the ifirst call, including those, un- 
der the heading "Appeals to District 
Board." No colored 
men are to be 


called at this time. 


The names listed under the heading 


"Second Call" will not be subject to 
service at this time as they just re- 
ceived their notices of- selection yes- 
terday and will not be isubject to call 
until after the expiration of _. their ten 
day appeal limit. 


The local exemption board has a list 


of seventy-two men accepted without 
appeal or restriction of any kind and 
this number together with the one 
hundred and one already sent to Camp 
Lee will leave but fifty-eight to be 
provided'irt'order to supply the re- 
quisite two 'hundred and 
thirty-one 


men which this district has been ask- 
ed to 'produce.

cob B. Baltz, was to go on trial today, 
charged with making a false affidavit 
in support of his exemption claim. 


Baltz, who is the son of a deceased 


brewer, asked to be released from iser- 
on the ground that his wife was de- 
pendent upon his labor for support. 
Government investigators 
uncovered 


evidence, which was presented at his 
hearing and to the grand jury, that 
Baltz owns brewery &tock bringing in 
an income of $10,000 a year,"irrespec- 
tive of any labor on his part.
